DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -7, 9-1 4, and 1 6-1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach a receiver and method for evaluating a code 
which is orthogonal to one or more further codes, comprising, receiving an access 
control signal on a first channel, calculating at least one channel estimate from 
information transmitted on a second different channel using a code symbol, determining 
for the code symbol a compensation value, restoring a previous power relationship 
among individual code symbols by compensating each code symbol using the 
compensation value and evaluating the code on the basis of the sequence of 
compensated code symbols exploiting the orthogonality to the further codes, as 
substantially described in independent claims 1 and 16. These limitations, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of claims 1 and 16, are not taught nor 
suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 2-7, 9-14, and 17-18 depend from claims 1 
and 16 and are therefore allowed for the same reasons.
